GAS PIPE LINES 


The science of building 
natural gas pipe lines has 
advanced greatly in recent 
years. As in modern farm- 
ing, the secret is specialized 
machinery and methods. 


, Before World War II, a 
20-inch pipe line was con- 
sidered large. Today 34- 


inch pipe is 
being made. 
Skilled crews 
can now lay 
over 'two 
miles . of big 
pipe as day, 
andpipelines 
are being 
built at the 
rateofnearly 
ten thousand 


miles a [year. 


New sections are being 


added this spring to Texas 
Eastern ' s pipe lines, ai)d the1 
latest machinery and meth- 
ods will speed the work. 


Key machines for pre- 


paring the right-of-way are 
bulldozers and .trench dig- 
gers. The latter .can dig a 
trench three feet wide and 
five feet deep at the, rate 
of a yard a minute. 


X-rays for pipe lines 


As the trench is dug, pipe 


sections are strung along 
Uhe route. Several welding 
crews, using portable elec- 
tric equipment, begin work 
on the pipe simultaneously. 
Inspectors check welds for 
flaws with gamma-ray 
detectors which literally 
X-ray the pipe. 


Then comes the most 


interesting operation on a 
pipe line job: coating and 
wrapping the pipe. This 
acts as insulation and pre- 
vents passage of electric 
currents, which cause rust 
and corrosion, between pipe 
and ground. First a motor- 
ized priming machine rides 
along the pipe, scraping off 
scale and applying a coat 
of hot tar enamel. 


Then another automatic 


machine 
puts on a 
_ second coat 
-of tar and 
wraps the 
pipe with 


Pdmlng Machine 
insulating 


glass fibre. After careful 
inspection, the protected 
pipe is laid in the trench by 
as many as eight derrick- 
equipped tractors, working 
as a team. The trench is 
"backfilled" by bulldozers 
and the crews move on. 


In this way more than 


350 miles of new pipe line 
are being added to Texas 
Eastern's system this year 
to make its lines even better 
earners of natural gas.

New York, June 11 — Contrary 
to a superstition deliberately fos- 
tered by the criminal unioneers and 
the Communists of the labor board, 
in the 'thirties, the enforcement of 
laws against assault, riot, 
arson 
and vandalism is a duty of local 
and state police and civil officials. 
Mayors, policemen, sheriffs and 
the like who willfully fail to protect 
life and property, whether 
from 


cowardice or in obedience to the 
"policy" of some criminal 
de- 


jfaulter in the mayor's or the gov- 
ernor's chair, may be prosecuted 
themselves. 


I have reported the evidence of 
criminal default of duty by many 
local and state cops in Michigan in 
Obedience to a "policy" o£ appease- 
ment toward Communist goons im- 
provised by Frank Murphy of the 
supreme court 
when 
he 
was 
governor. 


Today I present a more recent 
case of capitulation in Beaumont, 
Texas. This will be followed by 
a statement of the ideal policy and 
objective, unemotional, non-politi- 
cal police 
work 
by 
George T. 
Barnes, supervising captain of the 
Chicago police, commanding 
the 
.detail which deals with strikes and 
picket lines. 
Relying on the Houston Post of 


June 3 ,we learn 
that 
Herman 
Brown, of Austin, was escorted out 
of -Beaumont by local police after 
a riot in which 12 men were in- 
jured. Brown is president of a com 
pany which is charged with no vio~ 
lation of any law and which cm- 
ployed law-abiding, non-union car- 
penters. He said policemen, with 
a sworn duty to enforce the laws 
against violence and a criminal lia- 
'bility for willful failure, told him 
' that, unless he left town and with- 
drew the law-abiding carpenters, 
they "could not guarantee" 
to 
/'handle the trouble 
that 
might 
ensue." 
The victims in such case have 
a right to shoot to kill anyone 
who attacks them or to shoot in- 
discriminately into an oncoming 
mob. 
Two victims of C. I. O. mobs 
actually did shoot two goons in the 
head and killed them in insurrec- 
tions last year and both were ac- 
•quitted by juries. The carpenters' 
union in the present case is the 
old-style craft union of the A. F. of 
L., with headquarters in Indianapo- 
lis. The boss-president of the car- 
penters is William L. Hutcheson, 
a Republican. 
. Brown personally 
appealed to 
Governor Jester for the protection 
of Texas Rangers, who have a rep- 
utation for courage. The Galveston 
News reported that the law-abid- 
ing carpenters were attacked by 
a mob of 150 goons, and chased 
Into a tourist camp where they 
defended themselves with hatchets 
and hammers until the 
sheriff 
"broke up the brawl". The 
item 
.mentions no arrests and says the 
law-abiding citizens were besieged 
all night and all the next day with 
union men patrolling the streets 
around the camp. The New ssaid 
the sheriff told the governor he 
needed no help. City police finally 
escorted 16 law-abiding carpenters 
out of town. 


The issue here is not political or 
emotional. The case seems to pre- 
sent a typical surrender 
by the 
body sworn and paid to enforce the 
law, leaving the law-abiding citizen 
no choice but to kill or abandon 
his rights. Few citizens thus far 
have had the resolution to kill,even 
with the legal justification. The re- 
sult has been a serious 
impair- 


ment of respect for government by 
criminals. Government is the force 
that protects one citizen from vio- 
lence or death at the hands of an- 
nother. Its reputation for reliable, 
impartial protection and justice 
should be precious to all men, 
whatever they may 
think about 
unionism. 


Captain Barnes stated his case 
about a year ago before a subcom- 
mittee of congress consisting of one 
member, Clare 
E. 
Hoffman, 
o£ 
Michigan. 


He first put on record the "man- 


ual o£ procedure in 
strikes 
and 
labor controversies" governing the 
Chicago police. The manual says 
the general duties of the police in 
strikes are to protect life and prop- 
erty and maintain order. Only the 
police may direct traffic and they 
are instructed to arrest pickets or 
goons who try to divert trucks or 
the personal cars of employes or 
other persons at struck premises. 
The "policy" holds that anyone 


may enter or leave struck premises 
without being stopped or 
threat- 
ened. Union officials 
and pickets 
may speak to workers either 
in 
public or at their homes but only 
in an orderly manner. Pickets are 
now allowed to block entrances or 
impede traffic. 


"When the picket line stops and 
becomes unruly it becomes a mob 
and subject to arrest," the manual 
says. "A mob consists of five 
or 
more persons. Sound trucks 
or 
loud speakers are a violation foa 
city ordinance." 


Captain Barnes has the entire 
Chicago police force, about 6,500 
trained men, at his command in 
emergencies. He goes to all dan- 
gerous situations himself whereas, 
m Michigan, one chief of police was 
afraid to appear where a mob was, 
and 
another appeared but ran 
away. 


"If I had a thousand men with 
bands on their arms and clubs 2 1-2 
feet long and caps with insignia 
and on my back the legend 'Flying 
Squadron' and I took over—" Mr. 
Hoffman began. 


Captain B a r n e s interrupted: 
You would be locked up. 
That 
would be a mob." 


What would happen to him and 
nis thousand men if they tired to 
'direct traffic, Mr. Hoffman wanted 
to know. He was depicting actual 
conditions which 
unmanned gov- 
ernment i Michigan. 
"Your thousand men and

would be locked up," said Captain 
Barnes. 


"How long would it take?" 
They would be locked up as soon 
as Captain B a r n e s could get 
enough patrol wagons. 


"The pickets, the employers and . 


the citizens are familiar with the I 
police department policies and, as 
a result, they cooperate," the cap- 
tain continued. "We have 
people 


who violate the law but we lock 
them up, I have also locked up 
some people going to work. Some 
were carrying pistols. We don't al- 
low anyone to carry clubs or knives 
or pistols in Chicago. It is a vio- 
lation of law. When a vehicle 
comes to the picket line, we holler 
heads up: move back,' and the po- 
lice move in and when the way is 
cleared they motion the vehicle 
through at slow speed. When there 
was resistance, the persons resist- 
ing were arrested and taken away. 
Some of our courts have held the 
pickets have a right to call them 
scabs, rats and finks, but if any- 
body uses profanity that is disor- 
derly conduct and they get locked 
up." 


In several forms, Mr. Hoffman 
put the question to Captain Barnes 
whether any further federal law 
were 
necessary 
to supplement 
existing state laws and local ordi- 
nances to cotrol riotous insurrec- 
tions and actual treason against 
the governments of the states on 
picket lines. 


"I think we have all the laws we 
need right here," the captain said. 
"They are being enforced." 
Youth Accuses 
Police of 
Brutality 


Milwaukee, June 11 — (UP) 
Milton Babich, 19, claimed today 
that detectives denied him an at- 
torney and questioned him for long 
periods without food until he ad- 
mitted slaying his bride's sister 


The handsome high school honor 
student said police promised to 
put in a good word" for him at 
his trial if he came clean on the 
killing. 


Under questioning by District 
Attorney William McCauley, Ba- 
bich said he could not remember 
that police advised him of his con- 
stitutional right to refuse to an- 
swer cpjestions. 


As result of the questioning, con- 
ducted over a three-day period, 
Babich gave officials an unsigned 
statement that he killed Patricia 
accidentally 
last Feb. 1 and 


clumped her body in the Milwaukee 
river. 


He said in the statement that he 
used a gun to try to scare her into 
remaining silent about the fact that 
her sister Kathleen, 18, was preg- 
nant by him. The gun discharged, 
he said, when Patricia laughed and 
made a grab at it. 


Patricia's body was found in the 
river two days after Babich and 
Kathleen eloped. 


Defense Attorney Arthur Richter 
called Babich to the stand in 
a 
surprise move yesterday to pre- 
vent the state from introducing 
Babich's statement. The jury was 
excused while the attorney wran- 
gled the point. 


Police officers had testified that 


Babich was advised of his rights 
and made the statement voluntari- 
ly, without promise or threat.
